Midnight accidents on two con- 
secutive nights on Lowell Street have 
resulted in the death of a Wilmington 
girl and injuries to four other people. 

Seventeen year old Patricia Lee 
Gangi of 27 Chestnut St., Wilmington 
died in a fiery crash near Avco on 
Sunday night. She was traveling 
alone>in a Ford van owned by her 
father. The van left the road, hit a 
tree and burst into flames, Attempts 
by firefighters to rescue her were in 
vain. 

On Monday night, a stolen car being 
chased by Reading Police was in- 
volved in an accident near Lucci's 
Market. Four people were 
hospitalized. 

The car, a 1972 Ford Torino wagon, 
was headed westbound on Lowell 
Street, shortly after midnight, At 
Lucci’s it crossed the center of the 
road, and hit a van, causing it to 
overturn and hit another car. 

The two occupants of the stolen car 
and the two people in the van were 
injured. 

The driver of the stolen car was 


allegedly Charles Michaels, 15, of

Somerville. His passenger was Paul 
Anderson, 16, also of Somerville. 
Both were taken to Choate Memorial 
Hospital in the Reading ambulance. 

The car in which they were riding 
had been stolen in Somerville. It 
belonged to a woman: from Con- 
necticut. 

‘The van which was hit by the stolen 
car was driven by Gretel A. Lee of 
Dorchester. She and her passenger, 
Frank James, were both injured and 
taken to Winchester Hospital in the 
Wilmington Fire Department am- 
bulance.

Housing rehab 
meetings next week 


A housing rehabilitation program is 
Set to begin in the Silver Lake area of 
Wilmington. 

The 1980 Neighborhood 
Rehabilitation Program was created 
under a federal grant of $245,000 to the 
town of Wilmington. 

Under the program, qualified 
homeowners in the target area can 
receive grants of up to $7000 for aie 
repairs on their homes. 
age, income levels and family pba 
homeowners may receive between 25 
percent and 100 percent of the cost of 
the needed work. 

The target area is bounded by 
Route 38 and the railroad tracks, 
between the Route 129 bridge and the 
Tewksbury line. Other areas may be 
eligible in future years, if the town is 
‘successful in qualifying for additional 
federal grants. 

Applications for the program will 
be available on August 12. For 
homeowners who respond promptly, 
work could begin in less than two 
months. Ps 


Work that could be carried out 
under the program would include 
major improvements such as heating, 
wiring, roofing and plumbing. Im- 
provements that address energy 
conservation will be given a high 
priority, as well as general im- 
Eevenents that are required under 

‘ode regulations, 

“Many of the homes in the target 
area are converted summer camps, 
built in the early 1900's, 

The program was developed by 
Assistant Town Manager Buzz. 
Stapezynski. A program coordinator 
has been hired for the program.

She 
has worked on similar programs in 
other towns.

Two arrested 
for kidnapping 


Wilmington police arrested two 
men early Wednesday morning in 
Woburn in ci tion with an attack 
ona yung wg, 

Arthur G. White, 23, and John P. 
Laham, 20, both of Dedham, were 
arrested at Howard Johnson's 
Restaurant on Route 128 near the 
Woburn Mall, after they were iden- 
tified by the victim. 

Police were first summoned to the 
corner of Westdale Avenue and 
Ayotte Street, shortly after 2:30 a.m. 
The victim had gone to a house, badly 
disheveled and with a deep cut on her 
hand. Nearby, a black Cadillac was 
parked in the middle of the road 

‘The woman had been kidnapped in 
Boston and eventually brought to 
Wilmington. One of her attackers had 
wielded a small knife, cutting her 
hand to the bone in a struggle. The 
attackers had fled on foot. 

A search ensued. A hitchhiker was 
found near Route 129 on Route 93. He 
was detained, but was not a suspect.

Force Base, he had seen the suspects, 
who fled when they saw his uniform.

Both were arrested on charges 
of kidnapping, assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon, larceny of 
a motor vehicle and assault with 
intent to rape. 

The Cadillac was towed to Cain's 
garage and held for fingerprinting 
There was blood on the outside of it.

Wilmington police had detained him 
long enough that he would have been

“T realize that this point did not 
emerge in debate during the July 
session," Barrett writes. “I also 
realize that bringing the General 
Court back into session is a major 
project, to say the least. But we have 
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to take this step. We owe it to those 
voters who signed initiative petitions 
to trigger the amendment process, 
even if we disagree with the amend- 
ments themselves.” 7

as it is; we flout democratic 
procedures, mock the idea of
